Tin- school authorities arc anxious 
filar the work he carried on ut linter* 
ruetpdly, if possible. 
Al the present 
time attendance is about normal, ac­ 
cording lo Superintendent it. F. Sisk. 
Ile hopes that this may continue, and 
that a majority of the pupils may he 
able to make their grades. 
The following statement has been 
issued by the School Hoard: 
“The city schools 
of 
Vernon 
will 
close 
on 
December 2d ami remain 
closed until the .‘loth. 
Next week con­ 
cludes another four weeks, and it is 
important that all pupils he in school 
who possibly can he there 
to 
make 
their grades for the fourth month. We 
should lie glad for tin* children to he 
able to make their grades, notwith­ 
standing the Interruptions caused by 
sickness. 
"Vernon has been more 
fortunate 
than many other places. 
Some schools 
have been interrupted lo the extent 
that almost Ila* entire school will lie 
thrown a year behind in completing 
their course o' study, 
We hope that 
Vernon may not lose a year 
in 
lier 
educational progress. 
“We 
read 
in 
the 
pallors where 
schools are closing here and there over 
the State, and some people think that 
is a reason for the closing 
of 
our 
schools, hut there are several thous­ 
ands of schools in Texas and 
where 
one closes there ate perhaps a hun­ 
dred that do not close. 
We believe 
that the health conditions in Vernon 
are bettor than they are iii many other 
places iii ilie stall4. 
And besides, we 
are following the advice of our local 
physicians. 
Teachers I wilily Censured. 
“Our teachers have been unjustly 
censured by souk thoughtless persons 
because the teachers have shown a 
w illingness to continue their work, On 
tile other hand the teachers are to he 
commended for trying to do all they 
can to make the school work a success 
under the drawbacks they have to con­ 
tend with, 
'l’lie touchers know that 
they will draw their salaries when tin1 
schools are closed just tin' same as 
when tin' schools arc running. 
The 
law 
requires the Hoard to pay the 
teachers for tile time that schools are 
closed by the authorities. 
The Attor­ 
ney (lonernl recently ruled that all 
leachers must Im' paid for the time the 
schools were closed on account of the 
influenza 
This is not only (he law. 
hut ii is right. 
“Tho city officials, the cornily offi­ 
cials. and the pastors of our churches 
all 
draw 
their 
salaries when the 
churches and other 
businesses 
are 
closed on account of epidemics. 
The 
teachers, who are the most underpaid 
of all classes of salaried people, should 
not he. and 
are 
not 
discriminated 
against by the law. 
Then, we should 
not want lo take away Hie opportunity 
of those who can attend school because 
there are some who cannot attend. Let 
us get all the good out of our schools 
that we call. 
“The school houses are perhaps the 
most sanitary places in the city. 
The 
buildings are cleaned every day by 
the ja liters, a disinfectant 
is 
used 
daily on the f hairs, the children are not 
allowed to use drinking cups, hut there 
are bubbling fountains 
in 
all 
tho 
schools, and the children are instructed! 
by their teachers how to protect them­ 
selves against epidemics. 
It 
seems 
that those who suffer most from tim 
influenza are those who do not go to 
school. 
We hope that conditions will 
not get so had any more as to warrant 
the closing of our schools, 
and 
we 
sincerely trust that all the citizens will 
cooperate will us in our effort* 
to 
keep tile children in school and to give 
them an opportunity to get an educa­ 
tion,
